Awesome Weapon 
Truman Announces 


By ERNEST BARCELLA. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—(UP)—The most terrifying en- 
gine of destruction ever devised by man—an atomic bomb 
carrying the explosive force of more than 20,000 tons of 
T N T—has been turned loose against Japan in the opening 
of a “surrender or else” assault against the enemy homeland. 

President Truman, revealing the biggest and best kept 
military secret of the war—the long-dreamed-of release of . 
atomic energy—said today that the awesome weapon was 
America’s answer to Japanese rejection of the Potsdam sur- 
render ultimatum. 

The Japanese Osaka radio—without referring to the first 
atomic bomb, dropped on Hiroshima—hinted tonight at the 
terrific damage it must have caused by announcing that train 
service in the Hiroshima and other areas had been cancelled. 

First mention of the bomb itself came in a Japanese Domei 
Agency dispatch announcing that President Truman and 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee had disclosed that the new 
missile had been dropped on Hiroshima, a leading Japanese 
port of embarkation. 

The Osaka radio noted that the B-29s had begun a cam- 
paign against Japanese communication centers and warned 
that such assaults would be intensified. The broadcast, 
recorded by United Press in San Francisco, did not mention 
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among the cities which felt the 
explosions. From Silver City, 100 
miles away, Don Lusk reported:

The blast sounded like a heavy 
clap of thunder. Houses shook 
and plate glass windows were de- 
stroyed in several buildings. 

Mrs. H. E. Wieselman of El Paso 
saw the explosions as she crossed 
the New Mexico-Arizona state line, 
150 miles from San Marcial, the 
deserted Spanish village on the 
air base where the test bomb was 
touched off. 

“We had just left Safford, Ariz., 
when suddenly the mountains 
were illuminated by daylight for 
’ gbout three seconds,” she said. 

“Then it was dark again. It 
was exactly like the sun had come 
up and then suddenly gone down 
again.” 

Forest rangers checked with 
Alfred E. Moore at the Smith-| 
sonian observatory on Burro 
mountain, 8,000 feet high and 100 
miles away from San Marcial. 
They thought it was an earth- 
. quake. 

Moore confirmed the shock and 
flash but told the rafgers the 
vibrations had been unlike an 
earthquake shock.

Ed Lane, Santa Fe locomotive

when the blast occurred. 

“T was starting the run to El 
Paso,” Lane said. “My engine 
was standing still. All at once, 
it appeared as if the sun suddenly 
had appeared out of the darkness. 

“This was followed by a great 
red glare and high in the sky 
there were three. tremendous 
smoke rings. 

“They swirled and twiSted as if 
they were agitated by a great 
force. The glare seemed to last 
about three minutes, and then all 
was dark again.”

Considerably more of this story, 
about how to cause a chain reac- 
tion so that a. piece of uranium 
would blow up all at once was 
published before censorship 
clamped a worldwide blackout on 
atomic bombs.

The huge size of the American 
atomic bomb plants and the offi- 
cial descriptions of the great quan- 
tities of materials shipped into 
them indicate that 235 probably 
has been the main source of the 
new bomb. :

Calcutta 


Mill Boss 
Eyes Georgia 


By MARY JANE WILLIAMS, 

“India is interested in importing 
capital goods for the textile indus- 
try, and with this. view I have 
come to this country to familiarize 
myself with American makes of 
machinery not known to India un- 
til now.” 

This is: the explanation M. Uis- 
wanathan Aiyar offers of his first 
visit to America from his home in 
ge India. He is making a 
t of foreign cotton mills in be- 
half of the five Birla Brothers’ 


Cotton Mills, of which he is super- 
intendent. 


The neatly dressed native Indian 
relaxed in the lobby’ of the Bilt- 
more hotel as he spoke in clipped 
English of the textile industries 
here and abroad. 

“T have seen quite a few mills 
in the Charlotte (N. C.)°area and 
I am very much impressed by the 
layout. It is»~ pleasure to see the 
operators happy and healthy and 
well looked after by the employers. 
To my mind the operators in the 
textile industry have little cause 
to grumble seeing that they work 
for 40 hours against 48 in England 
and 54 in India. And your opera- 
tors can afford to have such lux- 
uries—if you can call them lux- 
uries at the present—of automo- 
biles, radios, refrigerators, etc. 
COMPARES ‘COTTON 


Comparing the cotton grown in 
this country with that of his own 
land, Aiyar stated theirs was short- 


‘er stapled. The Indian cotton has 
a fiber of only about one-half inch, 


whereas that grown in the States, 
referred to as short-stapled by 
Americans, is approximately one 
inch in length. 

The absence of long stapled cot- 
ton in India is-not due to the de- 
structive boll weevil as is the case 
in this country, according to the 
dark skinned visitor. There is no 
such insect preesnt. Growth of 
the longer fibered cotton is pre- 
vented by the climate of that 
country. ; 

“Your country has impressed 
me immensely,” Aiyar resumed, 
“and is similar to Inida in many 
respects—vastness, climate and va- 
riety of scenéry. Mine is a land 
of milk and honey, of wealth and 
prosperity. 

ONE RACE—ONE NATION— 

“You in this country have no 
correct information about India as 
you aren’t interested. India has a 
few religions—Hindusim, Christi- 
anity, Mohammadism—but we are 
all Indians first, and were all Hin- 
dus a few hundred years back, 
before some of us were converted 
to Christians. We are one race 
and one nation, 

“But the numbers of languages 
and religions should not stand in 
the way of progress, as we see in 
Russia. People who have nog half 
as d a civilization as India has 
had, have their own government 
and there is no reason why we 
should not.” 

The 40-year-old Hindu has occu- 
pied his present position in the In- 
dian mills for 25 years. A gradu- 
ate of schools in Manchester, he 
received his textile training from 
tours in Japan and other far east- 
ern lands. 

He came to America 20 days ago 
and plans to stay here two more 
weeks before leaving for London 
and then returning to his native 
land.

The top drawing shows in its most rudimen- 
tary form the uranium atom—billions upon bil- 
lions of which are used in the new atomic bomb. 

This atom is made of 92 electrons circling 
around a center. The electrons are held in their 
orbits by the attraction of the positive electrical 
force of the center—called protons. 

Each atom is so tiny that many millions 
would be required to*equal the size of the sharp- 
est pin point. 

When the uranium atom explodes, ag illus- 
trated at top right, it divides into two approxi- 
mately equal parts, each one a complete atom 
of a different chemical element, about half 
uranium’s weight. Explosion of one uranium 
atom gives off 200,000,000 electron volts of en- 
ergy or power. In an atomic bomb, some as 
tronomical number of these atoms explodes si- 
multaneously. 


Lower drawing shows an estimated compari- 


son—necessarily very rough due to lack of full 
knowledge—between the complete demolition 
area of an 1l-ton British “earthquake” bomb and 


The atomic b ’s annihilation area—terri- 
tory in which uttek and complete destruction of 
almost inconceivable kind occurs—easily could 
be a mile in diameter, compared with an area 
of some 200 yards in diameter from the earth- 
quake bomb, the biggest thing previously. 

*The estimated mile of utmost annihilation 
would not be the limit of the atomic borib’s de- 
struction, which spreads many miles farther in 
terms of ruined buildings as we know them, and 
scattered death and injuries. 5 

“Annihilation area” as here defined means 
the most complete kind of elimination of exist- 
ing buildings or humans in such an area. 

The atomic bomb’s explosive force is de- 
scribed as 2,000 times greater than that of the 
ll-ton earthquake bomb, but the cushioning effect 
of air and earth would prevent the destruction 
from spreading anywhere near 2,000 times 
far. By the roughest kind of estimate it would 
be al least ten times as far in terms of anni- 
hilation area, 

Naturally the atomic bomb’'s effect would 
depend largely on how and where it exploded— 
In the air, near the earth, ‘or in the earth after

The Proposed New 


Georgians vote today to ratify or re- 
ject the state's prdéposed new constitution. 


The need for redrafting Georgia's or- 
ganic law long has been recognized. The 
1877 constitution is archaic and outmoded. 
It has been amended approximately 300 
times. It is vague, even contradictory in 
places. It is an unwieldy document which 
all too frequently frustrates attempts to 
give the state a progressive, business ad- 
ministration. 


The 1943 legislature. set in motion a 
program of revising and modernizing the 
basic law. A commission of 23 leading 
citizens was named to submit a proposed 
redraft. Those serving on the commission 
included Gov. Arnall, Attx Gen. Head, 
State Auditor Thrasher, Senate President 
Gross, House Speaker Harris, Rep. A. N. 
Durden, Rep. Fred Hand, Rep. J. W. Cul- 
pepper, Rep. C. L. Gowen, Rep. J. R. Me- 
Cracken, Sen. D. J. Arnold, Sen. J. A. 
Pope, Judge Dave Atkinson, Judge Tom 
Candler, Judge Will Smith, Judge Warren 
Grice, Judge Hugh MacIntyre, Jimmy Car- 
michael, Hatton Lovejoy, Frank Foley, 
Mrs. Leonard Haas, R. E. L. Majors and 
Hamilton Holt. 


The commission met frequently and 
worked diligently. It approached its task 
intelligently, consulting nationally recog- 
nized authorities in the field of constitu- 
tional law as well as Georgians who had 
learned through the years of the many 


inadequacies of the 1877 constitution. The. 


proposed redfaft which the commission 
submitted, after two years of real work, 
was a splendid one, in many respects su- 
perior to the final version upon which 
the people vote today. 


This proposed revision was then 
worked over by the. legislature, both 
houses taking it up article by article, sec- 
tion by section, paragraph by paragraph. 
It was only after weeks of discussion and 
debate that the general assembly reached 
agreement and submitted to the people the 
document upon which we vote today. 


The proposed revision is not revolution- 
ary. Indeed, too many friends of pro- 
gressive government are complaining that 
the redraft is but a better-worded version 
of the constitution now in effect. But 
‘some reforms are added. Most important 
of these are: 


1. Subjecting the heretofore exempt 
Georgia Railroad to taxation. 


2. Prohibiting gubernatorial veto of a 
constitutional amendment.

There are, in the minds of many, cer- 
tain objectionable features. as well in the 
proposed new constitution. While certain 
‘long-needed provisions to prevent misuse 
of local legislative power are included, the 
task of enacting positive home rule is left 
up to the legislature. So is the job of 
setting up the merit or civil service sys- 
tem, so badly needed to combat patronage 
evils. 


Then, too, the proposed redraft con- 
tains a provision for a lieutenant gover- 
norship, an office the people ‘rejected the 
last time they were given an opportunity 
to vote on same. And many feel the omis- 
sion of all reference to party primaries— 
aimed at circumventing the U. S. supreme 
court decision in the Texas case—may well 
lead to irregularities at the polls. 


There has been very little valid criti- 


~ cism of the proposed new constitution. 


Some few have sought to portray it as a 
partisan political issue, but these, fortu- 
nately, have failed. 


The people of Georgia will vote today 
~—as they should—on the basis of the doc- 
ument’s merits. 


We are convinced it will be ratified. 
And that it should be. There are de- 
fects, to be sure. But it is a far superior 
document to the one now in effect and 
those who have studied it realize that fact. 


Whether it be for ratification or re- 
jection, we hope every registered Geor- 
gian will vote today. The state’s basic law 
is of too great a consequence for all of 
us not to have a hand therein.

The U. 8. Marines 
And the First D-Day 


This—August 7, 1945—is D-Day plus three 
years. 

tiers This was the real D-Day. Until it came, 

with its bloody weeks of fighting; until the thin line of Marines 

held Bloody Ridge against the reinforced. Japanese, the tide of 
war flowed all one way. 

Had there not been this D-Day, as it was, there would not have 
been a D-Day in France until months after the historic date that 
saw its might and courage crack the German defenses. 

Had there not been this D-Day, successful and sure, there would 
not have been the D-Day in Africa on the day or month it came 
about. 

Because it was on the islands of Guadalcanal, Gavutu, Tanam- 
bogo and Tulagi, that the first Allied offensive began. Here it 
was that a long-drawn-out battle was fought which upset the 
entire Japanese plan of war. Here was committed to battle the 
hopes of this nation and of Australia. Here was begun the long, 
bloody march back. 

We had lost at Pearl Harbor: we had been driven:‘out of the 
Philippines; Guam had fallen, heroic Wake was gone. The Japa- 
nese army and navy had had but one repulse. In May we had 
smashed a Japanese task force escorting transports in the direction 
of Australia. This was in the famous engagements, strung across 
five days, which are called “The Battle of Coral Sea.” 

Before the Japanese could initiate a larger force, D-Day had 
arrived at Guadalcanal and the threat to Australia hinged on the 
result. When that fighting was done, Australia was safe. 

So, it had many reverberations. It was, measured against the 
vast pool of war, a small stone cast into a giant sea that widened 
with every hour; which was rolling a great surf of fear on the 
beaches of Australia; which was causing men to dig and build 
fortifications along the beaches of the desolate reaches of Sikhota 
Alin and Kamchatka; which had patrols out in the fog-shrouded 
sea Of Okhotsk. 

It was a small stone, yet the ripples of it, starting slowly, grew 
into the great tidal wave of today which lashes at the islands of 
the Japanese empire itself, so safe and so far away on D-Day, the 
first of many D-Days of this war—but the first. 


° . It was a few minutes past 9 o'clock on the 
First Marines morning of August 7, 1942, that the landing 
boats reached the beaches. Raiders, paramarines and troops hit 
Tanambogo, Gavutu and Tulagi, encountering heavy resistance. 

The only landing not immediately. opposed was the one on 
Guadalcanal. There the Marines found Japs dead about: breakfast 
tables, chopsticks and food ready, struck down by the first salvo 
of explosive shells which, in some points, killed Japs and left their 
tables untouched. 

There the first wave ran up an American flag, the first to fly 
over a conquered Jap stronghold. 

It was the second bloody day before they took the Japanese 
airfield. Untjl then we had none in the fighting zone of the Pa- 
cific. No army or navy could move far without air power, land- 
based air power. That one small landing strip was worth its weight 
in pure leaf gold, laid deep enough to take the heaviest plane 
we had. 

They named it Henderson Field, after Maj. Lofton: R. Hender- 
son, who had dived his plane into a Japanese ship at Midway. 

The Marines would want the Navy to have its fair share of glory. 
The battle with the most far-reaching consequences of any battle in 
the. history of this war, or any other of our wars, was a Marine 
and Navy triumph. To them must go the honor of meeting the 
Jap when he was toughest. After Guadalcanal, Cape Gloucester, 
Tarawa and Saipan, the Jap was a little softer. He was never 
again to be so mentally tough after Guadalcanal. After those gory 
six months the mouse of doubt was to gnaw at his mind and make 
him doubt if all they had told him was true. Thousands of good 
men who died fighting him will testify he remains tough. But 
he was toughest in August, 1942. . 


The Marine planes arrived on August 21. The 
Japs had been repulsed at Tenaru river. There 
came the battle of Bloody Ridge. The Japs, reinforced, sent 5,000 
men against the 1,000 Marine raiders on the Fidge. ‘The thin line 
held. There came Matankkau river, Lunga river and the [lo river 
struggles. : 

The Marines on Guadalcanal were to fight longer on the front 
line than any forces in American history. They-had no relief. They 
often had inadequate food and medical supplies. The Japanese 
were an unknown quantity when the boats had landed. There 
was climate and jungle and malaria. 

It was over in February. After that the tide of war slowed. 
The Marines went on, clearing the Pacific. Not until Okinawa 
were they to have any real help in landing operations and the 
business of taking’ the doorsteps to Tokyo. 

There is no greater day in our military history than this one— 
the anniversary of the first D-Day of the war-—the day the United 
States Marines landed to slug it out—and beat—the Jap at the 


peak of his forward rush and his greatest psychological strength. 
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Reverse Lend-Lease 
Not Inconsiderable

The truth is, of. course, that what we call reverse 
jend-lease, the furnishing of service and supplies by others, of the 
United Nations to us, on the same basis, has been by no means 
inconsiderable. 

There are, though we don’t realize it, nations to whom, if lend- 
lease is exactly tabulated, we owe more than they owe us. 

Take, for instance, the case of Belgium. 


In May, last, estimated totals of lend-lease goods 
Four to One and services supplied by Belgium reached $67,- 
500,000, while U. S. exports*® that country amounted to $14,166,000. 

These figures come from an American agency. They are taken 
from a statement made by Leo T. Crowley, administrator of the 
Foreign Economic Administration. aan 

Antwerp, that great Belgian port, is now the principal supply 
port for all Allied forces in northwest Europe, and its docks and 
port facilities have been turned over to U/ S. forces under reverse 
lend-lease. a3: 

At that port some 13,000 Belgian civilians are employed as 
stevedores, with 2,000 others as port workers in various capaci- 
ties. All have been provided and their wages paid by the Belgian 
government under reverse lend-lease. | . 

The amounts charged by Belgium as reverse lend-lease did not 
include Belgian labor. or material used in port rehabilitation. 
Remember how badly wrecked Antwerp’s port was by air bom- 
bardment? Such rehabilitation is considered by the Belgian gov- 
ernment as permanent improvements, ‘although the United States 
Army enjoyed substantial benefits from them,” says Mr. Crowley. 

Belgium is the outstanding example with lend-lease on its side 
of the ledger. There are others, but actual figures are not avail- 
able at the moment. 

. It is known that both Australia and New Zealand 
Australia have furnished our army with vast quantities of 
food and other supplies, as well as housing and much war material, 
as reverse lend-lease. Exactly how the food supply for our troops 
in Australia now stands hasn’t been reported, but at one time 
practically all was supplied by Australia. 

Of course, the picture as a whole shows overwhelming balance 
on the side of lend-lease furnished by the U. S. That is inevitable. 
This country: has been the great arsenal of the United Nations, the 
source of materiel and equipment that gave the Allies their over- 
whelming power in both spheres of conflict. ; | 

Reverse lend-lease, at best, is but a fraction of our aid. But it 
is substantial enough to be well worth remembering. 

It is in Britain, chiefly, that the government did not even trouble 
to keep a record of much in the way of service and supply which 
should, rightfully, have been recorded on the books as reverse 
lend-lease. 

Such items as heat and power for U. S. Army installations there, 
supplies of varied items for American Army post exchanges, Brit- 
ish labor and so on, were not counted, simply because the clerical 
force to keep such records could not be spared from more impor- 
tant war tasks. | 

It is to be presumed that one large item of reverse lend-lease 
from Britain is the shipping supplied by that country for the 
transfer of American Army units and supplies to Europe and, 
today, back to this country for furlough or discharge. It is a 
startlingly costly undertaking, for instance, to send one of the 
great “Queen” ships on a single voyage across the Atlantic. 


After All. Matters Little (tier oi) though, al! this ques 


tion of . bookkeeping doesn’t 
matter in the final] artalysis. Each of the Allies performed its full 
share in the victory task. It was by pooling their resources they 
achieved that victory and it is only by friendly continuance of that 
unity they can win the peace. There may be lend-lease debts after 
the war is done, in both directions. If they must be settled and the 
books balanced, it should be a deal between friends, not the cold- 
blooded reaction of professional bill collectors.

WASHINGTON.—American officials, whose business it will be 
to pass upon British requests for after-war financial help, are skep- 
tical as to the ability of the new Labor government to make good 
its promised domestic new deal and meet its international prob- 
lems at one and the same time. 


During the war, Britain has piled up a huge international debt. 
much of it in short-term commercial obligations, scattered over 
many countries, which must be cleared away before trade on an 
exchange-of-goods basis can be resumed. Officials of the departed 
Churchill government had expressed hope that the United States 
would ‘provide loans to consolidate and carry this debt until Brit- 
ish economy gets on its feet. 


« 

In this country, there was strong sentiment in official and bank- 
ing circles alike to the effect that the United States could make no 
better investment, strictly in our own interest, than to nurse 
Britain back to financial health. 


There has been no letdown now in sympathy for Britain’: 
plight, but highly realistic obstacles are discerned in the Labor 
government's plans for increased benefits for British workers and 
nationalization of industries, including the Bank of England. 


* Entirely aside from ideological implications, these 
Easy Way proposals are bound to cost a lot of money, just 
as did the similar but less drastic Roosevelt New Deal in the United 
States, and, during the period of transition, they also are likely 
to create international uncertainty, disruptive of Britain’s credit 
position. 


Rising opposition to British ratification of the Bretton Woods 
currency stabilization plan, even before the election returgs were 
announced, was indicative of support for the “easy way” of paying 
debts with depreciated currency. 


The Labor party wants to provide more wages for less work and 
to increase British exports. Currency depreciation, considered 
superficially, would help both of these designs. Wages, in terms 
of money, could be raised without actual increase in competitive 
cost of production, and British goods would be made more attrac- 
tive to foreigners, buying with their higher-valued currencies. 


President Roosevelt resorted to just this process when-he took 
the United States off the gold standard and depreciated the dollar 


back in 1933-34. 

2 at Rut there are considerations that make cur 
Almost Suicidal rency depreciation for Britain under present 
conditions almost suicidal. Her peacetime manufacturing facilities 
have been so disrupted by war and she is so denuded of consumer 
goods that for a long time to come she must buy absolute essen- 
tials: of life—food, clothing, coal—in far greater quantities than 
she can hope to pay for through exports. Her unfavorable bal- 
ance of trade, estimated for the immediate future at. a billion 
dollars a year, would be increased by whatever extent her cur- 
rency is depreciated. 


Britain is faced with the necessity of obtaining additional for- 
eign credits to cover her adverse trade balanceS:and this would 
be made more difficult by the uncertainty as to her financial 
soundness, instilled by currency depreciation. 


Even more important, Britain has profited heavily from acting 
as banker for all nations within the so-called “sterling bloc,” in- 
cluding members of the British empire, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, Argentina, Portugal, and others. This position would be 
adversely affected by depreciation of British currency. 


Leaders of the Labor government probably are just as- much 
opposed to inflation as their predecessors—perhaps even more. The 
fear is that their plans for reform, all demanding increased expen- 
ditures, coupled with pressure both from at home and abroad, will 
gradually force them to take steps that will result in the infla- 
tion they oppose.

Those are the allegations. Even 
if they were prompted by personal 
hate against the late President that 
fact would constitute neither an 
answer nor a defense.

Those millions have a’ right to 
know that President Roosevelt did 
not promote Elliott’s personal busi- 
ness affairs, if he did not. But if 
he did promote them, those mil- 
lions have the right to know that. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Hartford has 
said that when Elliott, a _ total 
stranger except one mere intro- 
duction, was borrowing his $200,- 
000, they telephoned the President 
and that the President thanked 
Hartford for helping Elliott. There 
is no specific denial of this by 
Eliott and the telephone records 
should show whether such a call 
was placed, although such records, 
of course, are subject to tampering 
by motivated secret government 
agencies, 

Finally, Elliott says: “False state- 
ments have been made as to my 
willingness to co-operate with the 
government in any investigation 
of my acts.” 

If such is the case, those state- 
ments, false or true, were made by 
somebody else, not me. When the 
government investigates the busi- 
ness affairs of ordinary Americans 
it makes no difference whether 
they are willing to co-operate or 
not. The less they co-operate the 
worse the punishment, and I am 
assuming that Elliott would not 
ask Mr. Paul to see that his old 
colleagues in the Treasury would 
give him special treatment.

perennials like kudzu and serecia 
lespedeza, or the annual lespe- 
dezas. An abundance of well- 
cured legume hay is the first re- 
quirement for the winter feeding 
of cattle. E¥en with high produc- 
ing dairy cattle this is true. For 
although the exceptional milk pro- 
ducer is given large quantities of 
concentrates, legume hay is need- 
ed to balance the ration and to pro- 
vide the much-needed roughage. 
Where a large quantity of cotton- 
seed meal is fed, legume hay is an 
absolute necessity in order to pyo- 
vide the vitarnins A and D and 
the calcium which is lacking in 
cottonseed meal. On the other 
hand, where quality legume hay 
is fed to cattle, large quantities of 
meal can be fed safely. In the 
case of breeding animals, legume 
hay is still the number 1 winter 
requirement.

MY DAY. 
NEW YORK, Sunday.—When the commu- 


nique finally came from the Big Three meet- 

ing, it partially satisfied many ‘curious people. 

I have listened over the radio and watched in 

the press the groans and lamentations of corre- 

spondents who felt they were wasting their 

time and the money of those who employed 

them, since no news was reaching this country 

from Potsdam. I haven taken these wails quite 

calmly, however, for any sensible person knows 

that until the final decisions are reached there 

is bound to be constant shifting of positions 

among individuals representing great interests; 

se aS and if each shift were reported, it would mini- 

mize the  oseaoad of ultimate agreement. 

We choose the best people we have to go to these meetings, and 
we ought to be willing to wait until they are ready to report on 
what they have accomplished. In no other way can we hope to 
get the most favorable atmosphére for their negotiations. 

I have seen some adverse comment because this first commu- 
nique does not state whether the Soviet Union is joining with Great 
Britain, China and the United States in the war against Japan. 
I have no more knowledge than anybody else as to what we will 
eventually be told, but it seems to me only ‘common sense to say 
nothing about what is going to be done until it actually is done. 
In ‘military affairs, the element of surprise has great advantages. 
If you announce everything through the press beforehand to the 
world, you remove all opportunity to use surprise as a military 
asset. 

The decisions on Poland were, of course, to be expected. 

The way reparations are planned seems to me sensible, and the 
breaking up of German cartels is a great safeguard. The setting 
up af a new council which will meet in: London by Sept. 1 and 
continue working out the details of the peace and the final ar- 
rangements with the satellites of the Axis countries would seem to 
be very wise. I hope very much that our ambassador to Great 
Britain, John G. Winant, will be of use to this council’: He has 
always seemed té me to have not only wisdom and integrity but, 
because of his long service. abroad, great experience and back- 
ground for this work. 

I am glad we are out in the open as opposed to governments 
which collaborated with the Axis. It is a relief to know where 
we stand as regards Franco Spain and the present Argentine gov- 
ernment. I am glad that in the new council Chinese and French 
representatives will join the Big Three, which becomes the Big 
Five. But 1 think it is a wise decision that representatives of the 
Big Three may continue to meet and discuss questions of primary 
interest to them. ¥ 

We will all look forward to the President's safe arrival in this 
country, and to his fuller report, with gratitude and appreciation 
for the services which he has rendered to the nation:
